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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed April 21, 2006, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application became abandoned for failure to timely submit substitute drawings in respond to a 
Notice to File Missing Parts mailed January 17, 2002. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 
December 17, 2003. On April 21, 2006, the present petition was filed. 

The above-identified application has been abandoned for an extended period of time. The Patent and 
Trademark Office is relying of petitioner's duty of candor and good faith and accepting the statement 
that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a 
grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional.

The petition satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b) in that petitioner has supplied (1) the 
reply in the form of substitute drawings; (2) the petition fee of $1,500.00; and (3) an adequate 
statement of unintentional delay.
